HUGHES MINORITY REPORT 

Tlic iPiiato war InvcstlKallng committee's 
probe of Howartl HughP,'; u-as n ROOd deal lllfr 
a Fourtli of July rocket. Evrryoiic stood 
around with ]av,'.i iisnpr wlirn it .-.tartrd off 
Willi a roar and a showor of .-ipiirt:;.. But no- 
body carrd mucli whrn or wlirrc tlir burned 
and blnckoncd Iragnicnts cnnic floatlnB b.icl: 
to rartli. 

Well, lor the record, the last frarniont ot 
the HiiRlic.'! InvcstlBatlon has landed In the 
form of a mlnorlly report by tlic comtnlLtfc';; 
Democratic members. The m;i)ority report 
waa submitted last month, and tlic minority 
membor.1 have taken some exceptions to !t3 
contents. 

This report called Mr. Hutthcs" flying boat 
ari "unwise and unjtislltlablc cxpen-ie as a 
wartime project." It branded hU photo recon- 
nalsinnce planca "a failure as a war project." 
It crlticl::ed him tor showering lavL^h enter- 
tainment, Bllt.-i, etc., on Rovernmont official.-,. 
And it rebuked Mr. Hughes for falling to tell 
at the time of pressure put upon him by MaJ.- 
Ccn. Bennett Mc3'crj. 

The Democratic member.! point out that 
the government has accepted delivery of 
the flying boat and the rcconnabsance 
planes. They point out that thcsn and 61 other 
types of planes never saw combat. But, they 
say. the Hughes contracts, which constituted 
only a. fraction of one per cent ot what the 
government spent on war planes, arc the 
only ones that have been investigated. 

The minority report recalls that, In a 1043 
report of this .-(ame committee. Senators 
Brewater and Ferguson subscribed to a rec- 
ommendation that experimental work on 
this same flying boat be continued. It agrees 
thrfT^^r. Hughes should have told of the 
Meyers demandj;. And. without defending 
the spending of money for entertainment. It 
bring-s' up the fact that Mr. Hughes spent 
$7,000,000 of hia own money in developing 
these aircraft. 

The main point of the minority report, 
however, is one that has been raised before 
by outsiders about congressional committco 
procedure. We do not suggest that both 
parties have not employed this procedure. 
But it Is interesting to hear criticism from , 
among the legislative membership. 

The Democratic senators find that tha 
majority report "does not. In many ca.-ics, 
malCB plain, direct findings but might by In-' 
ference and innuendo imply grave wrong- 
doings not expressly charged. Also, it does 
not absolve from guilt where evidence in- 
dicates such absolution." 

There may be political motive,^ behind this 
minority crlticLim. as there may have been 
behind the Hughes probe. But tht fact re- 
mains that damnation by innuendo Is a too- 
frequent practice of congre.v-ilonal investig- 
ators, and that it is a practice which can 
damage reputations and prejudice the public 
by conclusiona drawn from the flimsiest evi- 
dence or no evidence at all. 

We agree with the mlnorlly report's con-
